The 
decision of the Chief Justice ups.^t.s the 
bylaws anil constitution of tln» depart- 
ment, inasmuch as tliey ilo not conform 
to the provincial statute winch only re 
quires that a person shall be a certili 
cated member of the fire dopartmiMit to 
entitle him to all the privilege.-!. This 
decision, as a matter of course, open.s 
wide the doors of the companies. A 
man may be elected a member of either 
of the organizations to-day, receive hi:! 
certificate to-morrow and vote ti\i> 
minutes afterwards. The i)rinciph' i.i 
wrong, of course. Tlie law should lie 
frnnied to prevent pfrsons joining for 
the mere purpose of voting uud wiio 
may retire from the companies miinedi- 
ately they have deposited their Imllot.s. 
in other words, the voting po\v»'r 
should be vested in the hands of actual 
working members. As the law now 
stands men who htiwc- never >ioni' and 
who may never ilo ii day'.-; duty us 
(iremen mav control an election and 
decide who shall govern real working 
members of the department. .-Vs Hh'K 
Deadeyb says in Pinafore, -'"lain't 
right." The bylaws of the de]mrl inent 
were framed on the iirinciples of ius- 
tict" and common Ken.se. The statute 
on the other hand (like many another 
provincial law) is an unpleasant mass 
of unworkable incongruities.

'J'lio Chairman .said:— If wo cuiiqcu'e 
the half-year ciulini,' .luiio, 1830, with the 
correspoiulinj; half year of liSSl, the con- 
trast is very satisfactory, .as the net pro- 
fits are £15,629, as against £0,539. I 
should say that these profits have result- 
ed during a period of lower latcs of inter- 
est than havu been known in those dis- 
tricts where wo have been directing mir 
buaiiiass, and where there is ilitliculty of 
cinplciyiiig money upon safe and negeti- 
ablo Hocuritios.

In .Sail 
Franci.scip 1 am glad to .)b.sorvo that 
though the tiguros do not come up to the 
figure.s of some y«ars ago they show lui 
improvement, and compare favorably 
with last year's results. In Portland 1 
am glad to be able to corroborate the 
statement tliat we iiredoinj; an iiu'reasiii!.; 
and well-uiana);cd business. In N'icloria, 
now the most important seat of our biisi- 
ncs.s, tin; prospects are satisfacti. ry , .uid 1 
think we may augur well for our anil 
every other institution of the kind, seeing 
that the undertakings on the part of the 
Government are ao large, and likely t^ 
bo so large for years hence, that they un- 
doubtedly will create a considerable in- 
crouao in the circulation of tho coun- 
try. Dur circulation of notes is tho best 
since we were established amounting to 
£70,0111 as compared with £73,309 in the 
previous half year, and £4.'),:")77 in the 
corresponding peried of List year. Dur 
capital paid up this half year reaches 
£340,000, and our reserve fund £38,000. 
Both of these compare favorablo with tho 
previoiis half year. The current accounts 
are also in excess of tho two previous half 
years, and the items of "bills payable" -

The bank premises (remain much the same 
as previously. Inthepiotit and luss ac- 
count I have already referreil tn the 
results generally; the cbarges have 
been materially decreased thus redeeming 
the promise I gave yuu some year and a 
half ago, that tho attention of the Board 
should be directed to tho reduction of tho 
expenses. The state taxes, 'which stand 
at l'l,870 as against £1,804 hi June, 1880, 
arc still a large and heavy item, but 
knowing they are ao very heavy, and to 
avoid tho cruel assessment made in San 
Francisco, we have transferred a good 
many of these accounts to this side, and 
by this means we shall e.sra[io the he,-ivy 
ta.xation.

i\Iayor Kalloch, who wascalled upon to 
lireside by President Hunt, of the Assoei 
atiou, made a brief address on patriotism, 
and introduced tho guest of the evening, 
who was warmly welcomed. He said it 
was not aiir]jri.sing that a great country 
like tho Lnited States of .\merica, with 
its 50,000,000 people, having re.iehod, in 
comparatively so brief a jieiiod, ao proud 
and grand a position .is this country has 
done, should be able lo attract ;i great 
nriiiy of the best men frcjiu the .soil of 
their Canadian neighbors.

It 
wnuld have been much more satisfnctury 
if .•some of hi.s brothcM" judges had betjn 
aii.sociated with him. lie again referred 
' i<( the incongruity of tbe several liylaw.s 
iiiitl coii.itituticn.s (if the companies and 
w.is iif (ipiiiioii that they sliotild be rovis- 
ed. The iircsciii contention w.aa a per- 
fectly let;itiiiiato mie and the only woruler 
was tlmt the companies had got along mi 
haniioniously for so many years with ho 
niany incongruities. If the liefendant-s 
would allow the certificates to issue ho 
uuuld make no order: but if thoy would 
not than the rule must be made absolute. 
There would In- no ni-iler ;it present as to 
costs. 

,Mr. Pollard, fur the defendants, ap- 
plied for throe d.ays for consideration as 
to what course they would jiursiic muler 
I lie circumstances. 

His Lordship at oiuc ^^r.tnted the ap- 
pliwilion and remarked that he hoped the 
matter would be amicably arranged.

IJopartiiieiit , direct iiii; llieiii to issue to 
the applicant a certificate that he is a 
uiembor of tbe Victoria Fire Department, 
and that he was admitted to such member- 
ship as on the.'iOth March la.st, being the 
day on whicli lie signed tlie constitution 
of the company. A certilicate of mem- 
bership has been ordered by the Hoard of 
Delegates of the ile]iartmeiil tu be issued 
lo tbe applicant, ami it has been issuetl, 
signed by the three defendants, being the 
three projjcr oflicers to sign; but it states 
on its face that the applicant was adiaitt 
ed on the 1 '-'til .'Vpril, being the day nn 
■which the certilicate was sanctioned by 
the. board. 'J'ho ditl'erence of a fortnight 
between the two dates will, it is .said, 
materially alTect the votes at the ensuing 
biennial eloetion ; and I think what both 
parlies desire from me is a decision as to 
whetlioi the appbcaiit will bo entitled to 
\ ute|thereal or not — ajjoint wdiich does not 
.seem to arise for decision. I do not think 
1 can.oH'.this ap])licntion decide that point . 
It will, however be necos.sary to analyze to 
souieextent the provisions of the .-Vctsand 
niyaws by which the department i.s'govern- 
ed— \vhich do not api)ear to be conlinii- 
oiisly harmoiiions throughout. 

Tim Victoria I'^'irc Department is cre.il- 
I'd and organized by virtue of three Acts 
of the Legislature passed in 1801, 1804 
aiidfbsr;). By the Act of 18G1 the three 
file companies spoken nf ;is then uxistiiig 
Cciz;tbo U. II, it L., the Tiijer and the 
Dolugu), are in f.ict admitted into the de- 
partment, and ]irovi.sii ui is'iiiado foradiilit ■ 
ting new companies in tidditioii, if any be 
formed. Ami every lueniber of an ad- 
mitted company is to have throe votes for 
the Board of Delegates (». 5.) and every 
member of thcFiro Department is to have 
a vote for chief and assistant engiiiooin. 
There is nothing in any of tbo Acta do- 
fining in any wa%' the ipialitications of a 
member cither in a company or in tho 
V. F. D. , or tho luctliod of his acijuiring 
the rigbl.s of nieiuborahip in either. These 
niatturs are tliorefoic, T apprehend, to be 
•jathered as well as wu can from 



their respective bylaws and con- 
stitutions. Tho Board of Delegates of 
the V. F. D. has from tho first had by ii 
statute a power (18G1 b. 6, 1873 s. to 
make bylaws " for the regulation of the 
Fire Department," which when approved 
by the Corporation (for merly by tlie (io\ - 
ernmont of the Colony) are to bind all 
membera of the fire departiuent. There 
is no express power given them to alter 
any bylaw, nor indeed to add to or annul 
any. This statutory power in the Hoard 
of Delegates cannot, of course, nor can 
tho approval of tho (iovernnienl or Mayor 
and Council, cttend to the establishing a 
by-law which shall contradict their Act uf 
Parliament— neither does their power ex- 
tend beyond the words of the .-\ct, or en- 
able them to make by-laws for the re;;u- 
lation of any other bndy e.tcept them- 
selves, the Victoria Fire Depart iiieiit. 
For example, it doe.s not enable tlieiii to 
regulate the internal economy of the Miri- 
oua admitted companies. The Boai'.i of 
Delegates have in assumed exercise of 
this authority issued a somewhat compli- 
cate code, the general object and lone of 
which appear to rae to be quite uneiccep- 
tiouable. But ic is at least arguable that 
in many points they soar ([ttite beyond 
their limits: that they ncc:i.sioiKilly conti-a- 
dict both tlieiuselvesand theirstatiiti.'s and [ 
interfere T.ith the internal organization of ' 
tho comiKinies; and however ive m:iv ap- \ 
plaud the apparent intention of such hy- j 
lawa if they bo found e.xcoediiig the i 
l)owors of their atilbnr-s, they must be | 
treated na null. 

The Union Hook :ind Ladder Cuini>aiiy 
adopted, apparently on tho 7tb Januaiy, 
187;!, prior to tho Victoria Fire Depart- 
ment code, certain regulations in the na- 
ture of bylaws which they term their 
"constitution." I do not know under 
what authority these are made except the 
authority which is porh;ip3 inherent in 
eveiy vuluiU:iry association or club. 
Tltesf of course eamiot prevail any more 
than the N'ictoria Fire Deiiartmeiit by- 
laws if t'ley Contradict any statute oi are 
im llu'iuaelves iiiireasniiable or unlawful. 
It was observed that one of the A'ictoria 
Firo Department bylaw.s (.\ III 3) declares 
all company lawa void if contraiy to tho 
Victoria Fire Department by lawa. This 
might raise some nice i|ue3tioiis. if the 
department can make bylaws nominally 
for its own retjiilation, which are to set 
aside and aiiiuil company liylaw.s, that 
coiue.s very near a pnwcr nf indirectly 
makiii!,' bylaws for the company as well 
as im- the department. It might be saitl 
that it merely annuls tho company bylaw 
without establishing its own rule in the 
company. Hut carr) iip.' on tho [irocoss, 
the company won hi be thus compelled 
either to remain altogether without a re- 
gulation on the point oiijectcd to, or to 
adopt one which should conform to the 
bylaw of tho department. 

Tliero is this diti'erence, worth perli;iiis 
noticing here, between tbo bylaws of the 
department ('authorized by statute) and 
those of tho conipanie.s, (merely volun- 
tary), viz., the latter cannot be enforced 
by this method, i.e. the prerogative writ, 
but by an ordinary action. 

Tho metliod of acquiring iiieiiibcrshii) 
in the Victoria Fire Department has to lie 
pi^ked out front a line here and a lino 
there scattered through their bylaws; and 
[ am afraid that the same word is some- 
Liines used to express diflbrent things, 
and ditl'crent words to express the same 
tiling, so that it is scarcely possible to bo 
quite sure of one's ground at any time. 
It might almost be conjectured that tlie 
fr.imcrs had before them in 1873 a great 
many codes, former codes of their Qwn, 
and some of other associations; that thoy 
selected one clause from one code and 
another clause from another code, and 
then arranged all these selected claiiaos 
a-s well aa they could, not always very 
harmoniously and sometimes without the 
least regard to adaptation. This mass is 
what firemen must, if they can, obey, and 
what the courts must, if they can, in- 
terpret. I think on tbe whole no person 
can be a member of the fire department 
unless lie be lirst a member of a company. 
.•\nd by .-Vrt. Will, s. 1 every member 
of a company has a clear right to have, 
and therefore tho proper oflicers of the 
department are under a clear duty to aigii 
and is.iue, a certificate of membersliip in 
tlio department whenever tbe board of 
dolcg;ites liius ordered it. .\nd I ratlier 
incline to think the board is bound to 
order it whenever a person is duly certi- 
fied to them as a member of a company. 
This is however by no means cpiite clear. 
It may bo argued that they have a dis- 
cretion to refuse the order, although the 
applicant tie "duly certifiotl," or at all 
events to consider and decide wlielher he 
bo "duly" certified or not. This last cer- 
titication appears probably to be intendoJ 
of the rolls of company members (p. H 
XI, and p. 19 XVI, 1) (the multitudinoun 
returns, reports, certificates, lists, regis- 
ters, to be sent to .Secretaries, Boards and 
other (ililciala by other secretaries, fore- 
men, engineers, itc. , lo be made month- 
ly, half yearly, annually and biennially, - 
evL-.ybody reporting to eveiybody else 
seem to indicate an oni.irnimis consumption 
of time and st:itioiiery) . However, lain 
happy to say that I consii.lor this question 
closed i.f. wliuther tbo present candidate has 
or not been duly "cortitieil" to the board, 
or wiiothor tlioy haveorhad ornotadiscre- 
tion to refuse him. Thoy have ordered 
him ti have a certificate, and nearly the 
only thing to be now considered is, what is 
tho certificate to contain ? The defendants 
have taken u])oii themselves to say that it 
shall, among other things, contain a atato- 
mt'iii that the applicant was "admitted," ( 1 j 
suppose, to niemliership in the \'. F.D., 
though this is not expressed, but only the 
bare word "admitted") on the 12th April, 
1881, that being the date of the order 
fur issuing the certilicate. It may l)o 
asked, however, why either the Hoard of 
fcdegates or the oflicers signing the eerti- 
licates should assume to li.v any date at 
all; or uiidor what authority they have 
done aol The certificate may very prop- 
erly recite that it was issued on the war- 
rant of an order of the Board dated the 
12th .April. It juobably was not i.ssiied 
until the next day, and it may be very 
proper to date it on the d.ay on which it 
wa.i actually issued. That such « certifi 
cafe should have a relruactive eliect, viz.; 
tlnit a certilicate dated on one day should 
lestitify to a membership commencing on a 
previous (.lay, is of the commonest occur 
once, d.i/. in the univcr.sally known ca.scs 
of certiticates of births, deaths 'and mar- 
riages, tjo in the September annual re- 
ports in thedopartment(X, s. 1, p. 13). .So 
adjudications in bankruptcy, relate to the 
.-\et of bankruptcy. So leases of land are 
often made to run from a past day. Soor- 
ders between litigants are often ordered by 
the courts to be drawn up ttunr- pro Imtr. 
There is therefore nothing in the least 
unusual in stippnsing that u certificate 
may operate tu attest past membership, 
However that is not the point here; but 
whether tho defendants have power of 
themsolves — and it was not alleged that 
the order of tho Board of delegates com. 
niandod them— to fix the comiueiiccmcnt 
of tho applicant's membership aa of the 
12tli April. And I am of the opinion 
that they had not. On the construction I 
can give, tho date of membership 
appear* to be|fixcd by bylawJXjS. l,p. 13, 



I and that appears to bo the date conteni- 
! plated by X^^II, a. 0, p. '-'2, which says 
I tho "member's date" is to be stated in 
I the certificate, before being signed by tlie 
I secretary of the V.F.D. I s.ay "appears " 
[ for it certainly is not expressed so dellni- 
I tely as might be wished. Ibit T think 
this is the only construction which avoids 
I a direct coullict between the two secliuiis. 
.-Vnd it ctiii hardly Ikj held tliat the ob- 
scure words "member's date" in XVIII, 
3. (i, arc to mean first the date of the is- 
I suing of tho certificate, and then that 
that date is to overrule the loss ambigu- 
ous phraseology of X, a. 1. It is much 
more natural to construe "member's date" 
to moan the date of memborahip already 
li.xed by a by-law. Neither the order 
of tho Board, nor tho form of certificate 
adopted by the secrefray can bo allowed to 
contradict a by-law. 

It was argued, in showing cause against 
the issuing of tho mandamus, that the ap- 
plicant, the relator, had in truth no right 
to tho order of the 12Hi .-Vpril; that he 
had never been properly elected a meiiiher 
of the U. II. ifc L. Co., according to the 
constitution of the conipiuiy; having been 
elected neither at a regular monthly meet- 
ing of tbe company, nor at a special laoet- 
iiig, liut ut an assemlilage of the com- ; 
paiiy called a "drill," and that the words [ 
"any meeting" in article III, .s.l of the ; 
company's constitution mean regular | 
mid special meetings onl}-, and not any i 
other casual assemblagoa. I think there ! 
is a great deal tn bo said in favor of this i 
consttuction. "Drills" arc mentioned in I 
connection with "tire alarms ' and "fun- j 
orals," and it seonis sc;ircely leasonable i 
that ballotting for new members should I 
take place on auc'.i occasions. In article : 
XXIV, a. 2, drills seciu rather to be des- ' 
ignatedas distinct from "meetings." The I 
appendix, containing the ruleaof order and ' 
order of business, among which the elect ion 
of members i.s s[)(>L'ilied, can hardlybo sup- 
posed apjjlicalile to mi assoinbl;i:;i' oi 
meinliers for the puiqiose of drill. \oi 
could the company consistently snspeiui 
.as it wore their standing orders, and elect 
otherwise than according to their con 
stitution, for article XXV very properly! 
stipulates against any sudden change of i 
its provisions. Of course these consider- i 
ationsaro ca[Xible of an answer, but they 
do seem to have considerable force. It ; 
was then further advanced, as an argu- 
ment against the issuing of the writ, j 
that the ap|)licant could not regularly 
have sigiioil the constitution of his com- 
pany except at a regular or special meet 
ing, nor until he had received a certili- 
cate of his being a nieuibcr of the fire 
d!partnifcut. (Constitution III, s. •!.)! 
This argument appears lo3.s| forcible than | 
the former. It is not clear that tho new- 
ly olecteil niombor is only to sign at a 
meeting; oort-ainly it is not so ospres.sed, ' 
and tho second part of the objection in- • 
volves a hopeless deadlock, if the caiiili ■ 
d;ite cannot sign the constitution till he I 
has recei\ ed a tire department certificate, I 
and this ceititic;ite is nut to isano until ; 
the date of Ids signing the constitution is I 
expressed in it, (V.F.D. XVIll,s. C). .-Viid I 
the words of the constitution (art. Ill, ! 
s. 4) taken ipiito literally and granunati- 
cally do not necessarily bear tho sense 
contended for by the defendant. But 
it seems pretty clear that all 
these objections, whatever be their 
force, come too late. They cannot 
be taken now. They might, perhaps, bo 
proper enough to have been considered 
by the board on the 12lh A[iril. Hot the 
lioard, whether fully informed or not, did 
on that day order the certilicate to issue, 
and thereupon a clear right is giron to the 
candidate by the bylaw xviii. s. 1. ; and 
the defendants have had tbe benefit 
of his services ever since. Although the 
election of candidates and signing con- 
stitution are matters properly of internal 
regulation in the company cited the fire 
department arc priirui Jacie bound to 
accept the statements of foremen and sec- 
retaries, it certainly scums very pro[)or 
that the defendants should have some way 
of ensuring adherence to their constitu- 
tions on the part iif the coiiipaiiios; con- 
stitutions wliicli are til bo [ilaccd before 
the department for approval liofore ad- 
mittance of any now company, and there- 
fore fonii the ground of admittance. The 
possible inconvenience of irregularity, 
es]iecially in the election of members, is 
obvious. However, if any of the coiu- 
panie.=i, or any membei- ur olticial of a 
company, have misconducted himself, 
there seems to be ample power of inves- 
tigation and rectification in the rules of 
internal discipline of the department, at 
least in intention. That matter cannot 
1)0 considered on the present application. 
Hut I may repeat tliat !iic moat question- 
able action un the pari of the company ap- \ 
pears to have only been the assumption | 
that "any meeetiiig" in s. 1. of article iii. | 
includeg a drill meeting, as to which I en- | 
tirely reserve my opinimi. In other re- | 
spects the proccodingH of the company j 
and of tho applicant appear to have been , 
in substance regular eiioui,di. Hul whoth- | 
er perfectly regular or not the board of ] 
delegates on tho 12th .\pril adojited these i 
proceedingH and ordered them to bo act- | 
ed on, ami tho department secretary must : 
tlicrefore take steps in accord.ance with . 
the bylaws, and those stops will involve I 
tho coiisuquences expressed intliostal- , 
utos. ! 

As an instance of tlieconfusion of whicli : 
I complain, wo may look at tho provisions i 
dealing with tho right of the members to . 
vote, probably the topic which has been I 
most considered and in which the nn-in- 
bors take the most interest : 

.•\t ])age 14 (bylaw x, part of s. 1 ) it is 
made the i/ii/;/ of the secretary previous 
to the election of engineers to furnish the 
"judges of election" with a "certified copy 
of the voting list of each company which 
shall contain tho names of such persons , 
wdiose membersliip .sliall havi- been re ; 
ported lo the secretary of tlie depart iiieiit 
(C months) iuimediatcly preceding the 
election." Tho "judges of election" are , 
nowhere described, nor, apparently, al- 
luded to elsewhere in the bylaws or stat- j 
utes, nor are we informed what tho.se un- 
known oflicers are to do with those lists 
when they luue got them. We may as 
suine from their title, however, thai in 
what way soever aiipoiuted or selected , 
these olbcors are to act very mncb as the ) 
returning officers in tho department olec ' 
tion and that the list is to be a list of the 
persons entitled to vote at such election, J 
and is tu be evidence, pcrluqis cunclu- : 
sivo evidence, on a scrutiny or contest , 
of tho right to vote. If this ia not so, what | 
is meant by the above passage ! What else I 
can it mean ! There is not a word here i 
of the lire department certificate. The ll ' 
months (formerly 50 days) are to reckon 
troiu the time iiiGiubers are reported (ap- 
parently by the company's secretary) to 
the dopartnieiu'a secretary. That report 
must precede, perhaps by a full month, 
tho actual issue of the certificate. But if 
we turn to another bylaw (article xviii. a. , 
5.) no member is to vote at any depart- j 
moiit election unless ho ha.s been a ' 'cer- 
tified member" for the apace of (j months. 
This phrase, again, is not veiy clear; but 
probably it means what tho dcfendaiita 
here contend, ti months from the issuing 
of the certificate; or at least from tho date 
of the order on which it issues. It might 
mean the a<-t ii.il possessinu of lb, 



certificate by the voter. (See bylaw, ar- 
ticle xviii 8. -1) In anyway tho two bylaws 
do not apparently cstablisli the .same rule. 
The certificite inight bo refused altogeth- 
er, or delayed long after tho report, so 
that the months (or iiO d.ays) would bo 
reckoned quite diflerently. According to 
bylaw article x all are to vote who have 
been reported to the secretary of the N'ic- 
tuna Firo Department for months. .-\c- 
cording to bylaw article .xviii. those 
only are tu vote who have hold a 
certificate for 8i.\ months. But when wo 
turn to the .statute wc find that on tho 
election of the chief and assistant engin- 
eer every nieiaber of the fire department 
is to have a vote, irrc3i>ective of the date 
at which he was reported to the depart- 
ment secretary, or tho date at which his 
certificate was i.ssued, or ordered to be is- 
sued. 

When, on such a matter ;us tho 
franchise, the bylaws proclaim two en- 
irely diireieiil schemes, each uf which 
boldly contradicts tho oxproA.^ piovi.sion 
of the statute under which the bylaws 
themselves are authorized, it ia not sur- 
prising that same confusion should exist 
on other points. It is probably merely 
duo to the good feeling and temper of tho 
members of the department that thoy 
have hitlierto worked together so woll. 

To recapitulate: The plaintilf, Henry 
."^lewari, as ho says, and as the Company 
.Secretary certifies, was elected a member 
of tho Union Hook and Ladder Company 
on the 28tli March l;ut, and signed tho 
constitution on the IfOth March. The 
Union Hook and Ladder secretary re- 
ported to the Victoria Fire Deixtrtmont 
secretary on tho 1st .-Vpril. On tho 12th 
.Vpril the Victoria Fire Depaitment 
Hoard of Delegates instructed their secre- 
tary to proimrea certificate of member- 
ship, ft became thereupon the right of 
Heiiiy Stcwait to have a certificate of 
nieiiilieiship 111 ilic \'ictoi'ia l''ii'0 Dopart- 
lueiii, and tlu' iliily of their secretary to 
issue such certilicale. This right and 
this duty are baaed on .statute. The cer- 
tificate is part of the mnchinery for prov- 
ing membership. The memborahip which 
is to be thus certified carries with it a 
franchise, for the loss of which no ex;ictly 
tidequato remedy or substitute can be 
siiggeateii. Tho certificate comea there- 
lore in the plainest way within tho chusa 
of matter.f bir which the writ of iiunijinini.i 
will lie. The oflicers of the Victoria 
Fire Deiiarlment have not refused to 
obey the order of the Hoard of the 12th 
.-Vpril ; on tlie contrary, a certificate ha.s 
issued, but it boars on the face uf it cer- 
tain words, (viz.): "Vdiuitted, 12th 
.Vpril, 1881," whicli, lus the appliciint 
coiuiiiida, are not authorized by tho Act 
01 any by-law of thedopartmont,butontho 
contrary, contradict a by-law, and aroashe 
further contends intended to do]>rive biin 
and will dniu'ive h im , at least for some 
time tiiiiiiiic, ui tlie lic-iilerated fran- 
chise. Tlie applicant demands under 
XVI 11. s. (1, a certificate of membership 
announcing tho date of his signing the 
Union Hook and Ladder constitution. 
This is refused, I must take it, under 
the authority of the Department, here re- 
prescnteil by the president. I think the 
applicant ia right in his contention; but I 
hope the good sense of tho de^Mrtnients 
will render it unnecoa»ar>' to incur tho 
expense and delay of the actual issue of 
tho writ. 

It is inijiossible not to be struck 
with the analogy whicli this organization, 
witli its legislative enactments, its Fire 
Departments, and it.s aevoral companies, 
bears to the British North America .-Xct, 
18G'7, the Dominion of Canada, and the 
several provinces. In the latter organiz- 
ation, vei-y wisel}', the jurisdictions 
of the Doiiiiiiion and tho several 
provinces are carefully distinguished. 
In the organization of the Victoria Fire 
Department nothing of tho sort is at- 
tempted. The Dominion alone regulates 
the admission of aliens to citizenship 
within all the provinces ; but I look in 
vain for any power in the department to 
check the moat wanton abuse of tho elec- 
tive power of the companies. (I do not 
hint that it has ever been abused.) The 
Dominion alone apiioiiits many of the im- 
portant oflicors in each province ; but the 
department has no analogous checks upon 
tho internal administration of the com 
panioa. On many subjects the Dominion 
alone may legislate for the intornal atl'airs 
of the provinces, and it retains a veto 
upon all provincial statutes whatever; but 
tho Fii"o Department does not appear to 

h. ave any corresponding power of inter- 
fering W'ith the bylaws or constitution of 
the various com|)aiiies (at least of tho 
three existing; companies - ;is to new coiii- 
panie.s,.! .' Mi.7)althougli siichpowor Ls cer- 
certainly repeatedly assumed in thopresenl 
Victoria Fire Department bylaws. .Arti- 
cloa 13, 14, 15, 10, 18 are almost wholly 
devoted to companies and company offi- 
cers. The eft'ectivo admim'strativo body, 
tho Board of Delegates and the principal 
officers of the dopartinont (1871! b. 3, and 
bylaw.s, article I. , vii. , viil.) are chosen 
by the coniiiaiiios' meiubors voting pro- 
miHcuotisly ; and it may be suggested that 
for the sake of harmuny in the organiz;i- 
tion, individual companies inight well 
concede to thoir common rcjiresentativeH 
consideniblo authority in their intornul 
afl'airs, even if they thoreliy lo.io part of 
thoir autonomy. 

Zeal and even emulation between ilif- 
ferant companies should by all moans be 
encouraged ; but care should be taken 
not to atinnilate thoHO noble p.assions into 
even the ap[)earanco of je.alousy or dis- 
cord, nor to foster tlioni .-it tho expense 
of discipline. Perfect hnrmony ,dnes not 
ai all mean fiat uniformity. 

-VU tlieso latter obsorviitions, however, 
are entirely cxtiw-judicial ; 1 hope they 
will be received in the spirit in which 
ihey are intendeil, being duo solely tu my 
sincarc desire for the woll'are of a body of 
men who luive repeatedly e;irned the 
approbation nf o\'eiy successive chief of 
tho executivo in thw city; and to pro- 
mote, if possible, the efficioncy of the 
department as a whole ; remembering 
that a frank criticism of apiiarcntly de- 
fective details ill organization is a far 
more friendly ofiico, if loss agreo;ible, 
I hall undiluted laudatory gonoralitios : and 
to tlio.se who use the Hook and ladder 
iiiotlo i would espocially point out that 
hearts and hands, to be of practicjil utility 
at a lire, must not only bo willing, but 
iiiiiteil, and united in tlie bruids of strict 
discipline and obedience. *

i. sanc certificates under X'VIII, G and X. 
1,1 make no order,if not the rule must bo 
absrlute, for the writ to issue. This ia not 
the t iine to consider question of coats. If 
the writ is to issue, there is a ca-se in C. li.
